“Severe Forms” of human trafficking:

(a) sex trafficking in which a commercial sex act is
induced by force, fraud, or coercion, or in
which the person induced to perform such an
act has not attained 18 years of age; or

(b) the recruitment, harboring, transportation,
provision, or obtaining of a person for labor or
services, through the use of force, fraud, or
coercion for the purposes of subjection to
involuntary servitude, peonage, debt bondage,
or slavery.! ®)

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HUMAN TRAFFICKING VICTIMS ARE
OFTEN SEEN AS CRIMINALS

Traffickers often force victims to commit
crimes in the course of their trafficking

Child sex trafficking is still criminalized in
most states where children cannot legally
consent to sex.

For this reason many child sex trafficking victims
continue to be arrested

Many law enforcement partners advocate for
arrest as a means of referring child victims to
services @
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PSYCHOLOGICAL EFFECTS OF TRAFFICKING

Anxiety disorders and depression are
common

Post-traumatic Stress Disorder (PTSD);
3 clusters of symptoms:

Re-experiencing
Avoidance and numbing
Hyper-arousal

Guilt, shame, low self-esteem
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FACTORS AFFECTING RECOVERY

Interaction with law enforcement and
legal system

Having basic and emergency needs met
Access to supportive/therapeutic activities
Return of control over own life

Ability to work and become self-sufficient
